BY WADSWORTH HARRIS 

Wadsworth Harris, who makes 
his home at the Bohemian Club 
when in San Francisco, was pre 
sented to the late California poet, 
George Sterling, upon one of these 
visits, by United States Senator 
Samuel M. Shortridge, a mutual 
friend. Mr. Harris says, “I thought 
Mr. Sterling a most interesting 
personality, somewhat retiring, as 
Many poets are, but we three had 
a most interesting talk on art, lit- 
erature and oratory. We spoke of 
the perishableness of eloquence, 
the statue lives after the sculptor 
dies, that St. Peter's is a perpet- 
ual memorial of the great mind of 
Angelo.
